Death o f Dix ie. 
Another veteran of the late war has 
passed away and will b e known on earth 
no more. 
“Old Dixie’’ fou ght on b oth 
sides in the reb ellion b u t that is no dis­ 
credit to him for it is known that even 
with su ch a record he was far more royal 
than any who fou ght against the Union 
and his patriotism may b e compared with 
that of many who fou ght on neither side; 
and, fu rthermore, he had the good horse 
sense to fu lly appreciate, when he fairly 
got on the Union side, that that was tb o 
side to b e on. 
“ Dixie” was a war-horse 
whom the soldiers of the Thirteenth Illi­ 
nois Infantry will rememb er with kindly 
feelings, 
for he was a nob le steed. 
“ Dixie” started ou t on the wrong side of 
the great contest in the “ late u npleasant­ 
ness” —as Artemu s Ward was want to 
term w ar—b u t he was forced into the 
reb el service b y an Arkansas “ Bu sh­ 
w hacker” one Captain Keys; and served 
his master u ntil the latter met with a fatal 
“ accident” and the good animal then b y 
the ru les of war fell into the hands of. 
and b ecame the property of Colonel (then 
Captain) H. T. Nob le and the two have 
b eeu companions and friends since that 
May morning of l$i>2, and u ntil “ Dixie’s’ 
recent death at the age of thirty-one 
years. 
When Dixie changed his allege- 
ance from Confederate to the Federal 
cau se he was away down on the Little 
Red River, Arkansas, u nd he had b een 
acting, on accou nt of the company he 
kept, very b adly; having b een with a 
party who wrere tiring into steamb oats u p- 
ou the rivers and shooting Union soldiers 
from amb u sh. 
After a sharp skirmish 
D xie was taken prisoner with several 
other horses and his master, Captain 
Iveys, with a nu mb er of companions w'ere 
killed. 
Colonel Nob le was in command 
of the scou ting company. 
Dixie was a 
splendid thorou ghb red u nd then in the 
prime life. 
“So did this horse excel a common one, 
In » » hape, in cou rage, colou r, pace ana hone. 
Kou nd-b oof» 1, ahort-jointed fetlock, shag and ¡ou g, 
Iiroad b reast, fall eyee, small head and nasal wide. 
High crest, fb ort ear*, straight leg« and passing 
strong. 
Thin mane, thick tail, b road b u ttock, tender hide, 
— what a horse shou ld have he did not lack. 
The Shakespearian discription is not ex­ 
aggerated. 
“ Dixie” continu ed from that 
time u ntil the close of the war in active 
service in the Union 
army and was 
b rou ght home from the Sou th b y b is 
owner when Colonel Nob le was mu stered 
ou t at the close of the year lb OO. 
“ Old 
Dixie’s” fame will not go thu ndering 
down the ages as gloriou sly as has the 
name Bu cephalcs for twenty-five cen­ 
tu ries, and yet the Greek war-horse had 
no b etter “ points” than that possessed b y 
the su b ject of this sketch. 
‘ ‘Dixie”' dis­ 
played the b etter horse sense of the two. 
When wou nded Bu cephalu s laid down 
and died b u t when Dixie had a severe cu t 
in his leg and was ab ou t to b leed to death 
he qu ietly permitted the army su rgeon, 
Dr. Plu mmer, to perform the operation 
of tiking u p the artery and his life was 
saved. 
There was no nonesense ab ou t 
Dixie. 
He did not throw his rider and 
fly away, like the fab led Pegasu s, to

This state of affairs was put an oiul to last 
week when some fifty switchmen at the 
Baltimore <V Ohio y ards struck beeau-o 
there were seven men employ ed in tn© 
y ards who did not belong to tho union. 
1 lie 
.situation was improved when on Fatur-lay 
evening seventy seven switchmen in t ie 
l.ako Hborc y anis struck for the same cause 
&< their B. & O. brethren, nnd bocamoalmost 
entirely satisfactory , when a small riot oc­ 
curred upon the attempt of the Lake Miore 
;*eople to take out a freight train without 
the consent of the strikers. 
Tho engine» r 
and a brakeman of the train were some­ 
what beaten up for insisting on try ing to 
take out the train, and then tho railway 
* cople < onelude 1 not to move tho tram and 
,jU:et was restored. The Lake Shore ofii< ials 
uid not c h ar g e the strikers with the violent* , 
but thought that tram] s and roughs were 
the rioters. 
The eorrespondenc * between the Lake 
shore officials and tho strikers shows that 
the demand of tho latter is for the removal 
to some other situation on tho road, of eight 
men who do not belong to tho union

VERY S^A R P OF TH E RUSSIANS. 


An A lleg ed P la n to In d uc e E n g la n d to 
Give th e B e a r a F res Pas* to In d ia . 
London , Ap ril 19.—A receut communica­ 
tion of the Russian foreign 
minister Da 
G len to Lord Rosebery, British foreign sec­ 
retary, is considered in some quarters an 
invitation for England to p ut her land in 
the boar’s mouth, so far as her Indian p os­ 
sessions aro concerned. 
The invitation 
comes in the shap e of a dip lomatic note in 


which the Rusriaa minister merely sug­ 
gests that the Britfafc go v ernment ex tend 
ire railw ay sy stem by building a line 
from the Indian fro ntier to H erat and the 
borders of Turkestan. 
There itjwould con­ 
nect with the great Trans-Casp ian railw ay, 
which has tieen built with wonderful energy 
and sp eed by Russian m ilitary engineers 
from the shores o f the Casp ian ssa nearly to 
the Afghan frontier. 
This would afford, 
Bays M. de Giers, a vast arterial channel of 
commerce of unequaled utility, since it 
would p rovide a highway to and from the 
Arabian sea for all the commerce of Af­ 
ghanistan, Turkestan and Persia; wouil 
vastly increase the imp ort* from England 
into these countries, and would give English- 
• men an overland route to their Indian p o ­ 
ses dons. saving nearly one-half of the p res­ 
ent journey and avoiding the disoniforts of 
the Suez canal and the Red sea. 
Another 
nice thing about this would be that it would 
enable the Russians to throw an overwhelm­ 
ing body of troop s into India beforo Eng­ 
land could begin to meet the movement. 
Therefore, say tho wiseacres, the natural 
barriers between British anil Russian p os­ 
sessions will be allowed to remain, and Rus­ 
sia, if she ever gets to the Indian frontier, 
will have to sap and mine her wav. 
The general commanding the Greek troop s 
on Searkos heights, which command the 
p lain of I^rissa, was summoned by the 
Turkish general Sunday to withdraw from 
that stronghold. 
Tho Greek goneral fiatly 
refused to withdraw. 
The Turkish force, 
consisting of 7,900 men and se eral bat­ 
teries, thereup on advance.l to the foot of 
the heights.

L ondon , Ap ril 19.—At last the cholera, 
which has been lurking furtively through 
the winter in various Latin countries, has 
broken out savagely in Brindisi and other 
p oints of Italy. 
There were sixteen deaths 
from cholera a t Brindisi from Ap ril * to 
ifi. 
Thus far tho p rop ortion of deaths, how­ 
ever, is very small—about one out of seven. 
Tho outbreak has sent a shiver through 
Europ e, as it is imjtosstble to foresee the lim ­ 
itations of the contagion to such a fre­ 
quented p oint on a great m aratim e high­ 
way. 
V ie nna , Ap ril 19.—Cases of cholera are 
rep orted from Trieste. 
Tho outbreak of tho 
disease in Italy is said to be more serioir; 
than was at first stated. 
Tho authorities 
there, it is alleged, are hiding the truth re­ 
garding the ravages of the disease. 
The 
Austrian authorities have again established 
a cordon on the Italian frontier, and every 
p ro aution will be taken to p revent tbs 
sp read of the ip idemie.

augurate if it could, and the large interests 
that are involved, it seems to me tuat the 
time has come for a rational and business­ 
like settlement of this question. ”

Larsen, John Face, a sp ectator, and a brake- 
man named J. Gagnon were more or less 
disabled by flying fragments. The force of 
tho oxp loslou was terrific. 
Houses in the 
village were shaken, and glass in buildings 
at ii considerable distance from the dep ot 
was broken by tho concussion. 
The exact 
cause of the accident could not be ascer­ 
tained Saturday afternoon. 
The p erson- 
most seriously injured are young men, and, 
it is untierstood here, they hove familiee de­ 
p ending up on them. 
An eye witness of the 
•accident who reached this city i$aturday 
says the scene was a most harrowing one, 
as the injured were fearfully disfigured.

Grant—The Man. 
At the close of the war. and after Lin* 
coin's death. President Johnson issued 
orders, through Secretary Stanton, for 
the arrest of all the prominent officers of 
the Confederacy. 
The moment General 
Grant heard of this he jumped upon a 
horse, rode to Secretary Stanton s office, 
and asked the Secretary if he had issued 
any such orders. 
“I have issued writs for the arrest of 
all the prominent reb els, and officers will 
b e dispatched on the mission soon," re­ 
plied the Secretary. 
“ General Grant appeard cool, though 
lab oring under mental ex citement, and 
q uickly said: 
“Mr. Secretary, when General Lee sur­ 
rendered to ine at Appomattox , I gave 
him my word of honor that neither he 
nor any of his followers would b e disturb - 
ed so long as they ob eyed their parole of 
honor. 
I have learned nothing to cause 
me to b elieve that any of my late adver­ 
saries have b roken their promises, and 
have come here to make you aware of 
that fact, and would also suggest that 
these orders b e cancelled." 
Secretary 
Stanton 
b ecame terrib ly 
angry and said: 
“General Grant, are you aware whom 
you aie talking to. 
I am the Secretary 
of War." 
Quick as a flash Grant answered hack: 
“And I am General Grant. 
Issue those 
orders at your peril!" The orders were 
not issued. 
In regard to the same matter. President 
Johnson summoned General Grunt and 
told him that lie wished the army to b e 
employed to arest the memb ers of the 
reb el administration, the reb el congress, 
and the reb el state governments, as well 
as the naval and army officers. 
“I intend 
to hang every mother’s son of them, 
said the President. 
“ I will not employ 
the army for any such purpose," replied 
General Grant, “nor will 1 let it b e em­ 
ployed for any such purpose." 
“ But." 
said Johnson, “ I am, b y the Constitution, 
commander in-chief. What will you do 
if I give you such orders?" 
“Disob ey 
them," q uietly rejoined Grant, and state 
my reasons to Congress, and the country. 
The soldiers of the south accepted my 
parole, which, b y the laws of war and of 
the United States, I was authorized to 
give. 
It guaranteed that they should 
not b e molested if they laid down their 
arms, went/home, and ob eyed the laws. 
They did so. , I will stand b y that parole, 
and the first court martial you order 
would b e one to try me, for I will not is­ 
sue such orders as you suggest, and 1 
will issue orders against them, for the 
purpose you state, 
and so firm, put an 
plan of revenge. 


ab ly b ad a good mind to do, b ut as he 
got a fair grip on the collar of that coat 
and yanked its owner into the street, he 
gave him some wholesome advice, un­ 
asked. on the sub ject of b lockade run­ 
ning The man in the overcoat answered 
never a word, b ut jogged across the 
street, b oth hands thrust into his side 
pockets, and tried to pass b y Booth s 
Theatre.

The crowd and the 
b lue coats made room at once, and the 
General, with a nod of recognition, jog­ 
ged on his way toward Fifth avenue in 
the snow and slush, looking neither to 
the right or left, b ut followed b y hun­ 
dreds of eyes, among them the police­ 
man's, who silently thanked his stars for 
his narrow escape from giving tb e cx - 
Prcsident a taste <»f his club as a b lock­ 
ade runner. 
When the policeman “yanked” the 
great General into the street, (» rant 
knew he was a tresspasser, and the offi­ 
cer was doing his duty: that was enough. 
He was not one to resist the law merely 
b eceuse it interfered with his personal 
convenience; ami *you may b e sure b e 
would have b een the first to recommend 
that police officer if called upon. 


The Institute Fee 


A great many persons do not under­ 
stand the plan of collecting and distrib u­ 
ting the fund, know as the Institute Fund. 
The law provides that every applicant for 
ex amination shall pay a fee of ose dollar, 
which fee shall go into a fund to b e 
khow as the Institute Fund. 
l l i s fund 
is turned over to the County 1 reasurer, 
together with a list of names of those 
who have paid the fees, and can only b e 
paid out b y him, on the orders of the 
County Superintendent, for the support 
of institutes. 
The County Superinten­ 
dent is req uired to settle with the County 
Board at the Septemb er meeting, and b y 
proper vouchers show that the funds 
have b een used for legitimate purposes. 
Any person can ascertain, b y galling on 
the County Treasurer, whether the fee, 
or fees paid b y him, have b ceu properly 
accounted for. 
Every person paying an 
ex amination fee, is intitled to attend the 
institute, free of charge. 
In many coun­ 
ties the fee is charged every time an ap­ 
plicant tak**s work, b ut in eur county, 
they are allowed to take all of the 
studies, and then, if they do not fall b e­ 
low 60%, a second trial is given without 
an additional fee. 
If the applicant falls 
b elow 60% the ex amination is considered 
a new ex amination, and an additional 
fee is charged. 


The Aim of Education. 


The constant aim of a!! American 
schooling should b e to reach down into 
the lower regions of society and wake up 
the mind and soul, that lies slumb ering 
and dead, to a higher life.

State Institution 


The Htate institutions of Illinois are 
two State prisons, one at Joliet and one 
at Chester, four insane asylums, one at 
Jacksonville, Elgin, Anna aud Kankakee, 
respectively, the industrial university at 
Champaign, two normals schools,-one 
at Normal and one at Carb ondale, an in­ 
stitution for the deaf and dumb and one 
for the b lind, b oth at Jacksonville, an 
institution for the feeb le minded at Lin­ 
coln, a reform school for b oys at Pontiac, 
a soldiers’ orphans’ home at Normal, the 
soldiers' home at Quincy and an eye and 
ear infirmary at Chicago. 
The State industrial school for home­ 
less girls, located at South Evanston, is 
not a State institution in the sense of re­ 
ceiving support from the State. 
It is 
supported b y charity, ex cepting what is 
received from counties that have sent a 
girl to b e educated and pay ten dollars 
per month for b oarding and clothing.
